New Order to Men at Crossings:

„ baton ’”’ about three inches long that can 
be stuck in the pocket, believing the average 


to do-is to lift his big hickory bat and stop 
anything. 

„ When we get them so they'll keep their 
neckties down from under their ears,” he 
said, “‘ we'll put white gloves on them, but 
not until they keep their tles down under 
their collars. 

In New York Mr. Shippy gave some time 
to watching the maneuvers of the Fifth ave- 
nue crossings men, and came bome with 
a pretty firm conviction that the Chicago 
methods aided and abetted the genera! con- 
fusion. 

“It will be a long time before our team- 
esters are well enough educated to obey the 
police,” he said. In New York they stop 
when the croesings man says stop, and they 
know better than to go ahead until he re- 
leases them. Our teamsters have to be 
taught they cannot do as they please. 

„Most of the policemen have their own 
ideas of how the matter should be handled, 
and it will be some time befor® we can get 
them acting systematically. They will be 
drilled and instructed, and with the aid of 
the mounted police we ought to be able to 
get some sort of order downtown. 

„he mounted police will stand compar- 
ison with any body of police anywhere. I 
think they are superior to the New York 
mounted police, and they are doing good 
work downtown with the traffic.: In some 
bad streets we have assigned one mounted 
man to a block, with instructions to keep 
the teams in order, and we're getting order 
out of confusion gradually. 


Wants Help from Citizens. 

“Wwe want the advice and suggestions of 
citizens, and help from citizens who are in- 
terested in making this administration a suc- 
cess. When the advisory board has been 
formed we shall be able to get the sugges- 
tions of men who have ideas. Most of the 
men who have been asked to serve are men of 
wide experience and know methods of 
handling traffic in the cities of Europe. Some 
of them re abroad now, and the board will 
not be in working form until they get back. 

“ We are getting the benefit of suggestions 
already. Some of the big firms are mapping 
routes for their teamsters, which will enable 
the transportation of goods from one side of 
the city to another without crossing the 
downtown section. 

“Tt will be a diffichit task to substitute 
system for the go as you please methods, but 
if we get the assistance of firms, teamsters, 
and eitizens generally “we can make life 
easier downtown.” 


WOMAN’S PISTOL ROUTS ROBBER

Mrs. Bishop was seriously wounded. The 
robber escaped with blood streaming from a 


his home.

who went to hig aid was seriously burned, and 


several men who sought to extricate both 
boys received slight burns from a live wire 
under the Northwestern elevated structure 
at Dayton street last night. Benjamin 
Waetzig, 17 years old, 184 Dayton street, 
was the boy who was killed. William 
Schrems, 16 years old, 828 Clybourn avenue, 
was burned badly. 

A long piece of loose wire thrown over the 
feed wire of the electric lighting system of 
the railroad, on which the boys, with several 
others, are said to have been swinging, 
caused the injuries. The friction of the 
strand on the feed wire cut through the in- 
sulation and caused the current to enter the 
loose wire swing. 

Plaything Becomes Live Wire. 

Waetzig its said to have been swinging on 
the wire when the shock came. He uttered 
one scream and then his companions saw 
his body dangling helpleas from the wire. 

Schrems, who was the nearest to him, 
awaiting his turh on the improvised swing, 
darted to the assistance of Waetzig. Heed- 
less of the danger he is said to have grasped 
his friend by the body and attempted to 
drag him off the wire. One end of the loose 
wire struck Schrems and this with the cur- 
reht from the body of Waetzig left him 


standing powerless holding to Waetzig. 
Afraid to risk further efforts at rescue 


the other companions of the two boys ran 
screaming into North avenue for help. Fred 
Stickel, 40 years old, 148 North avenue, who 
was sitting in the front of his home, with 
his wife, ran to the scene. He took the 
situation in at a glance, and, running to a 
nearby store, got some rope. 


Wire Pulled from Its Victims. 

Throwing the rope about the live wire he 
pulled it from its victims. Calling on one 
of the companions of the boys to hold the 
rope, Stickler then ran to Karg's drug store 
at North avenue and Halsted street and sum- 
moned the police. The patrol wagon in com- 
mand of Sergeant Pearsall took the boys to 
the drug store, where Dr. William. Snyder 
attended them. The physician after a super- 
fetal examination advised a quick run to the 
Alexian Brothers’ hospital. 

Just as the patrol wagon backed up to the 
entrance of the institution Waetzig breathed 
hie last. Schrems wae still unconscious, but 
he was revived after two hours and the phy- 
sicians then expressed hope of hig recovery. 


Large Crowd Gathers. 

In the meantime a throng had gathered at 
the scene of the accident. Among these peo- 
ple was the father of young Waetzig, who 
lived: almost directly across the street. When 
the father reached the edge of the crowd a 
companion of his son broke the news to him. 
The elder man, who is a gardener in Lincoln 
park, almost andre and had to be relates to

When he nad revived he tenen the bes- 
pital and learned of the death of the boy. The 
lad was the second oldest of five children and 
was employed at the Bush & Gerts piano fac- 
tory. 

The police and neighbors were indignant 
at the delay in removing the dangerous wire. 
The Northwestern Elevated railway officials 


were notified shortly after the accident, but 


up to a late hour had taken no action in the 
matter. A large force of police guarded the 
spot. 


Worker Killed in La Grange Plant 

The police are searching for information 
im regard to a man, 25 years old,. whose last 
name is thought to be Bradley, who was 
killed in the La Grange plant of the North 
Shore Hlectrie company during the jay. He 
had worked for the company in Evanston for 
two months, and Monday morning was sent 
to La Grange to assist in installing a new 
switchboard.

Boy Killed by Fall. 

The body of William Abent, 10 years old, 
1514 West Fiftieth street, was found ir St.

POLICE STAND BY GANG. 


Chief Dinan Refuses to Recognize 
Changed Conditions; Two 
Sets of Officials Will 
Result.

San Francisco, Cal, July 16.—I[Speclal. 
San Francisco’s municipal woes were not 
ended when Eugene E. Schmitz, the mayor, 
convicted of graft, was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment in San Quentin. 

With the formal election tonight by the 
board of supervisors of Edward R. Taylor, 
physician and lawyer, dean of the Hastings 
Law college and of the University of Call- 
fornia, to the office of mayor, the fact is 
pressed home that Schmitz still is a factor 
to be dealt with. In his efforts to maintain 
his dominion the police department will be 
hig ales. Chief Dinan, on being told of the 
election of Dr. Taylor, said that he will 
recognize no one but Schmits ae executive 
of the city. 

Today Schmitz appointed Samuel Sawyer, 
a member of the typographical union, a su- 
pervisor to succeed Charles Boxton, who re- 
signed to be appointed temporary mayor by 
the graft prosecution. 

It is announced that Schmitz will name suc- 
cessors to the remaining fifteen supervisors 
who will be forced by the district attorney 
to resign. 


City to Have Two Governments. 

The city will then have two governments, 
one headed by Mayor Taylor and the other 
by Mayor Schmitz, who claims that he its 
not incapacitated until after the court of 
last resort has confirmed his conviction. 

The graft prosecution contends that 
Schmitz’s conviction automatically ended 
his term of office. On this theory they 
brought about the election of Dr. Taylor, 
and sey if the police or any other depart- 
ment refuses to recognize his authority they 
will be reorganized with “ honest men in 
charge of them. 

In this connection it fs believed plans are 
under way to reorganize the county gov- 
ernment so as to eliminate the sheriff and 
other officials known to be in sympathy 
with “ Abe Ruef and Schmitz, and who are 
suspected of having shared in their loot. 


Takes Office as a Duty. 

Dr. Taylor is the third man to whom the 

Office of mayor was offered by Rudolph 
Spreckles and District Attorney William H. 
Langdon. 
His selection came as a complete surprise 
to the city, for at no time in the past weeks 
of daily guessing was his name mentioned, 
outside of the secret counells of the district 
attorney and his half dosen assistants. 

The offige was tendered to Dr. Taylor a few 
minutes after 4 o’clock this afternoon and 
his acceptance was in the hands of Mr. Lang- 
don and Mr. Spreckles before 5 o'clock. 

Dr. Taylor is between sixty and sixty-five 
years of age and is well known throughout 
the country as a physician and attorney. 
His acceptance of the office was actuated 
entirely by his desire to aid the Golden Gate 
city in shaking off the shackles of corruption 
and graft, which have retarded municipal de- 
velopment. 

He takes the office without having made 
any pledge. His convictions and sense of 
right entirely cotncide with those of the graft 
prosecutors. 


Says City Is Lucky. 

Im speaking of the election of Dr. Taylor 
tonight District Attorney Langdon said: 

“We feel that San Francisco is to be con- 
gratulated upon having a public servant of 
the character and standing of Dr. Edward 
R. Taylor. A resident of San Francisco for 
forty-five years, his heart is in the city’s 
future, and the high services that he can 
and will render this stricken city will be 
fully appreciated by a grateful people. 

“Dr. Taylor is in no sense a politician, but 
is a man of great learning and fine executive 
and administrative ability, coupled with un- 
questioned integrity and unselfish devotion 
to the public welfare. 

“The wide authority that has temporarily 
lodged in the district attorney’s office will 
now be restricted within the bounds pre- 
ecribed by law, and the extraordinary powers 
hitherto directed from thie department will, 
to our great satisfaction, have come to an 
end. 

„Dr. Taylor has assumed the direction of 
the city’s affairs and the district attorney will 
confine his duties to the prosecution of 
crime.” 


ENGINEER SENSELESS IN CAB;

Locomotive Speeds Coaches Into Cleve- 
land with No One at Throttle—Many 
Lives Are Endangered, 


Cleveland, O., July 16.—Hundreds of lives 
were imperiled today when Floyd E Vebbsr, 
engineer of a fast west bound Lake Shore 
passenger train, was stricken unconscious at 
his throttle and the train sped almost into 
Cleveland without a guiding hand. The 
engineer, was overcome by the intense heat. 

As the engine rocked into the Cleveland 
yards over the switch points, the motion 
threw the engine driver from his seat to the 
floor of the cab. Then the fireman learned 
what had happened. 

He jumped to the engineer's seat and 
brought the speed of the train down within 


the yard limits. 
Webber's condition was found to be critical. 


How long he had been unconscious at the

The Syrian 
said he met Miss Ellwood when in the ca- 
pacity of dragoman he was looking after the 
tents and donkeys of the party with which 
she traveled through Syria recently. He 
came over to New York with some of the 
party, including Miss Ellwood, last week 
and at once set about the task of becoming 
a citizen. 

Just at present he is Hving in the Syrian 
quarter, which is far removed from Fifth 
avenue, and there to a-reporter who discov- 
ered him he had no hesitancy in relating his 
desert romance. 

“I met Mise Ellwood and her party in 
Egypt first,“ said the Syrian. “She was 
about to go up the Nile. I maintain a con- 
tracting business which furnishes tourists 
with tents, supplies, donkeys, boats, or any- 
thing else they need when touring in the near 
east. We spent three months up the Nile 
and went as faras Wady Halfa. 


Pledged Troth in Desert. 

* But it was in the desert I really came to 
know Miss Ellwood. We traveled hither 
and thither for seventy-five days. Miss Elsie, 
who is 21, with dark eyes, like mine, and 
dark hair, and I became engaged. I think 
she liked the life. 

** I determined to become an American citi- 
zen. So I came on here. I will stay in New 
York while. Miss Elsie goes west, because 
I want to take out my first papers. I go west 
next Monday and we get married on Wednes- 
day, July 24.“ 

“I don’t know that they will get married.“ 
said Isaac Bllwood, the grandfather, when 
he was asked about it tonight. “I saw my 
granddaughter last Saturday for about ten 
minutes just before she left for the west 
with her mother, father, and sister. She 
was feeling sad, I suppose by the fact that 
her father was surprised and upset by the 
story she told him about having become 
engaged to this young Syrian. I don’t know 
anything about the young man except he 
does not claim to be a prince or to have any 
title whatever.

That dragoman, and he wasn't 
even a good dragoman, either, to marry a 
nice American girl! Not HI can prevent it. 
I've had dealings with Haick before. I'm 
going to tell the Ellwoods all I know about 
this fellow; then if they permit him to marry 
into their family, it won't be because they 
are ignorant of what he is.” 

Said Kalil, it is stated, has acted as agent 
for Homer Davenport in buying Arabian 
horses and now owns a half interest in gev- 
eral stallions at Davenport's place. 

Miss Ellwood Laughs at Story. 

De Kalb, III., July 16.—[Special. ]—Miss 
Elsie Ellwood, daughter of W. L. Ellwood, 
tonight refused to discuss the report that 
she is engaged to Said Kalil Haick, a Syrian, 
now in New York, beyond declaring that it 
was “silly.”

“The aims of the federation, therefore, 
are religious and patriotic; they are to the 
interest of all American citizens, and espe- 
cially of those who believe in a divine law- 
giver.”

and a half in the Vindicator mine and told. 
tor the defense, a wonderfully graphic story 
ot the day of the explosion that killed Beck 


and McCornick. 
Wood's story was full of detail and color. 
He saw and remembered everything that 


morning, from the half box of powder sitting 


on the water barrel on the eighth level to 


the revolver sticking out of Beck's pocket 


and the iron guard rail at the sixth level. 


State Shatters Defense’s Story. 


The first thing that happened to his story 
today was the testimony of A. T. Holman, 
now manager of the Golden Cycle mine at 
Independence, who was the first man down 
the shaft of the Vindicator after the explo- 
sion. Holman had been superintendent of 
the Vindicator and was familiar with the 
mine. He swore there was no iron rail at 
the sixth level, and that the wooden oe 
which had been there had been biown off by 
the explosion. 

Then came young Ramsey, stepson of Mc- 
Cornick, who was powder man of the Vin- 
dicator at the time of the explosion, and 
when he got through Wood and his theory 
that the death of the two men might have 
been an accident caused by powder which 
they were carrying was only a “‘ spiflicated ” 
collection. 

To begin with, there was no water barrel 
on the eighth level, where Wood said he put 
the half box of powder, and there had been 
no balf box of powder there on the explosion 
morning. And, to continue, McCornick and 
Beck had not come up the shaft from the 
eighth to the sixth level, but had gone direct- 
ly down from the surface. 

One other point Ramsey put in as aclincher, 
the powder used by the Vindicator wag all 35 
per cent. Two weeks after the explosion he 
found near the scene of it a piece of 40 per 
cent powder such as was never used in the 


mine, 
Crossfire Not Effective. 


Richardson went after Ramsey on cross 
examination with the record of his testimony 
at the coroner’s inquest and developed two 
or three slight differences between it and that 
Ramsey had given here. 

The boy explained the discrepancies by 
saying that he was hardly responsible at that 
time, under the excitement of his stepfather's 
death and the strike conditions. Richardson 
let it go at that and went into other things. 

He asked if Ramsey knew of the storing of 
a carload of powder in the mine, and the boy 
said that several tons had been taken down 
for safekeeping a day or two after the strike 
began. When the mine was reopened it was 
brought back to the magazine. This was 
the powder that Orchard found on the eighth 
level, when he was high grading after the 
strike, and which he agreed with Sherman 
Parker and Bill Davis to set off. But when 
he went down with Joe Schoitz to explode 
it he couldn't find it. Ramsey's testimony to- 
day explained why he couldn't. 


State’s Witness Can't Remember.“ 


Richardson scored his triumph at the 
afternoon session, when Hawley called J. C. 
Rutan, the big, husky sheriff of San Miguel 
county, Colo., to testify to the conditions 
at Telluride during and preceding the strike 
there and the régime of martial law.

BUSINESS MEN ARE VICTIMS. 


Crash in Hamilton, Ont., Costs Lives 
of Two Leading Citizens. 


London, Ont., July 16.—[Special.]—Nine 
Persons were killed, including two of the 
town’s leading business men, and more than 
a score injuréd when a three story building 
on Dundas street collapsed, burying under 
an avalanche of bricks stores on the ground 
floor. 

The crash occurred shortly after 5-o’clock, 
when the stores were crowded with shoppers.

Many Remarkable Escapes.

A woman clasping her baby 
in her arms was found in à crevice almost 
miraculously formed by falling beams. 
Neither was hurt. 

Thé work of rescue was continued until far

NEW YORK LIMITS ELECTION SUM 


Gov. Hughes Signs Bill Fixing Standerd 
of Candidates’ Expenses—Viola- 
tion Is Misdemeanor.

CLERK’S FATAL BLUNDER. 


Inserted *‘ Years ”’ for Months“ 
on Alabama Record; Suf- 
fering Broke Her Heart.

Montgomery, Ala., July 16.—[Special }— 
Forced to slave for almost twenty years in 
penal servitude mines in this state, Rhena 
Rivers of Houston county died a victim to a 
clerk’s mistake. The man wrote the word 
years instead of months on the com- 
mitment papers that sent the girl to the 
mines. It was not until after her death the 
terrible error was discovered and a bill was 
introduced into the legislature today to pay 
the mother for the overtime that the daugh- 
ter served. 

Close to the limit of cruelty is the trick 
Fate played the Rivers girl. She was ar- 
rested for an offense the maximum penalty 
for which is twenty years’ penal servitude. 
The judge sentenced the girl to twenty 
months. The clerk, however, either honestly 
misunderstood the sentence or was negligent. 


Served in Chain Gang. 

Penal servitude meant working in a chain 
gang, and the girl eived her sentence. 
When jurgment of th urt was pronounced 
her mother was in the room. She expected 
to have her daughter back home in less than 
two years. The girl was crushed by what 
seemed to her a severe sentence, and prom- 
ised to earn what commutation she could by 
good behavior. 

After twenty months her mother made 
efforts to learn when her daughter would re- 
turn home. The girl had lost her identity 
in @ prison number, and it was difficult to 
find out to what mine she had been sent. 
When finally the mother did ascertain the 
name of the mine she asked that her daugh- 
ter be released. She was told the gir? had 
been sentenced for twenty years, and the 
prisoner would have to serve her term. 

Of such trying nature is work in minesthat 
owners are compelled to depend on the state 
to keep the mines going. Exposure of bru- 
tality practiced by keepers of felon gangs 
have been frequent in the last twenty years 
and physical sufferings of the prisoners are 
always intense. 


Mother Loses All Hope. 


Long before the nineteen years which the 
girl remained prisoner had passed, the 
mother had given her daughter up as lost. 
The girl, however, protested against her im- 
prisonment many times and she was pun- 
ished summarily because of her vehemence. 
The work also was beyond her endurance. 
Ten months before her supposed long term 
was to have expired she. died. Her body 
was sent home then and the mistake dis- 
covered. 

A newspaper story telling of the girl’s 
death was read by several persons who were 
in court at the time she was sentenced. 
They recalled distinctly she had been or- 
dered to serve twenty months, and they 
began an investigation. They looked up 
the court record, and found it showed she 
had been sentenced to twenty months. It 
looked for a time as if the girl had been 
kept a prisoner delibérately for seventeen 
years, and a commission was sent to the 
mines to investigate the case. The com- 
missioners found a mistake had been made 
in the commitment papers that were turned 
over to the overseer of prisoners, and this 
was his authority for holding the girl.

PARIS, July 16.—The Libre Parole pays ita 
respecte to the distinguished head of the 
American government in an article consid- 
ering the prospects of a war between the 
United States and Japan.

He has caused his por- 
trait to be printed too often in the illus- 
trated papers, while the Japanese have, for

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OF HATED RUSSIAN 


Gen. Alikhanoff, Noted. for 
Cruelty to Peasants, Is 
Blown to Pieces, 


WOMAN DIES WITH HIM. 


Wife of Gen. Glieboff, Riding 
with Him in the Carriage, 
Meets Same Death. 


ALEXANDROPOL, Russia, July 16.—Gen. 
Alikhanoff, former governor general of Tif- 
lis; Mme.-Glieboff, wife of Gen. Glieboff, and 
the coachman who was driving their car- 
riage were blown to pieces by bombs thrown 
at their conveyance early today. Gen. Alik- 
‘‘hanoff’s son and a daughter of Gen. Glieb- 


off were injured. 


The party was returning to the residence 
of Gen. Alikhanoff from his club. The bombs 
were hurled in Beboutoff street. 

Gen. Alikhanoff, nicknamed The Wild 
Beast by the Caucasian members of the 
lower house of pariiament, was noted for 
his cruelty in the Kutais district, where he 


led a number of punitive expeditions to 


stamp out disorders. His rigorous meth- 
ods brought down upon him the enmity of the 
revolutionista. 


Most Hated Man in Caucasus, 

Known as the “ pacifier’ of Kutais prov- 
ince, he was the most hated man in the Cau- 
casus. For several months in the fall of 
1905 the government was completely in the 
hands of the revolutionists, they being in full 
possession of the railroad from the Black 
sea to Suram tunnel, which they had blown 
up previously. Gen. Alikhanoff sent a column. 
of Cossacks, who laid waste the fertile 
valleys. Hundreds of the inhabitants were 
slaughtered. 

Many of the men were driven into the 
mountains, and the women were given over 
to the Cossacks. Fifty villages were wiped 
out. The atrocities committed attracted the 
attention of the entire country. 

Gen. Allkhanoff took part in the Russian 
advance in central Asta, and his expedi- 
tion to the Murghab river in 1884-’5, known as 
the “pendjdeh incident,” brought Great 
Britain and Russia to the verge of war. 


Escaped Bomb Once Before. 


Gen. Alikhanoff was seriously injured by a 
bomb at Borjam May 80 of last year. This 
bomb was thrown just as he wae about to 
take a train for Tiflis. Its explosion geriously 
wounded, in addition to the general, a mem- 
ber of his staff and several Cossacks. 

Cossacks fired into the crowd, killing many 
persons, and then burned to the ground the 
buildings into which the people had fled. 


DANISH KING TO VISIT ICELAND. 


Monarch Will Attempt to Improve Re- 
lations with Home Country—Flag 
Question Means Much. 


COPENHAGEN, July 16.—King Frederick 
of Denmark is soon to make a trip to Iceland 
for the purpose of trying to improve the rela- 
tions with the mother country. The home 
government recognizes that for a long time 
there has been a strong movement among 
Icelanders for a @eparation. It is expected 
that the king will be cordially received in 
Iceland, but the inhabitants will take ad- 
vantage of.this opportunity to display their 
political views. One of the points on which 
the separatists insist is a special Icelandic 
flag, and the members of this party propose 
to raise the flag on their buildings during 
the royal visit. King Frederick will leave 
Copenhagen on July 24. His third son, Prince 
Harold, a young officer of the horse guards, 
will accompany his father. 


DIVORCE FREES COUNTESS AMA 


Appeal of De Castellane from Court 
Decision of Last November Dis- 
missed—Decree Granted Wife. 


PARIS, July 16.—The appeal of Count Bont 
de Cas te lane from the decision of the court 
Nov. 14 last granting a divorce to the Count- 
ess Boni de Castellane was dismissed this 
afternoon and a fimal decree of divorce duly 
entered. Although the count, under the law, 
has still sixty days in which to appeal to the 
Court of Cassation upon legal grounds, the 
judgment of today is regarded as final, inso- 
much aa negotiations have been practically 
concluded by which Mme. Gould ig to settle 
the cases of tRe creditors, both againet her- 
self and the count, out of court. 


TOLSTO! DEATH REPORT DENIED 


Count Declared to Be Alive and in Ex- 
cellent Health in Dispatch from 
St. Petersburg. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 16.—There is no 
truth in the report which has reached Great 
Britain and the United States that Count Leo 
Toleto! is dead. The count is in excellent 
health.. The bathhouse on the estate of Count 
Leo Tolstoi at Yasnaya Polyana was burned 
Gown last night by incendiaries. This gave 
rise to the report that the manor house had 
been destroyed by fire and that several mem- 
bers of the family, including the count, had 
perished in the flames.

Track Elevation Expert John O'Neill is

O'Neill Enters Denial. 

Mr. O'Neill, who hae been said to have con- 
gented to the grabbing of twelve and che- 
half feet in West Ravenswood park from 
Peterson to Granville avenues, enters a vig- 
orous denial of this and affirms that he re- 
ported the grabbing to the street depart- 
ment as soon as it was discovered. 

Altogether the operations of the raflroad 
in thie st have reduted its width from 
sixty-six to y feet. Years ago the com- 
pany took and occupied thirteen and one- 
half feet of the street and acquired a sort of 
possession. This was adjusted in the track 
elevation ordinance and the company given 
a clear title to what it had taken. 

In putting in the retaining wall for the 
elevation the company extended the wings 
over twelve feet farther into the street, and 
the residents, who had seen a sixty-eix foot 
street dwindle down to a forty foot one, 
began to complain.

Explosion Attributed to Soot 
Flake Settling on Thin 
Powder Bag. 


DEATH LIST REACHES 9. 


Hang in Balance; Jap Ad- 
miral Sends Sympathy. 


Washington, D. C., July 1¢6.—Officials of 
the navy department consider it extremely 
improbable that the accident aboard the 
battleship Georgia, which up to tonight has 
resulted in nine deaths, was caused by care- 
leseness or lack of precaution. 

A thorough inspection was made recently 
of every detall of the Georgia's ordnance by 
an expert, Commander Schofield. This in- 
section included every one of the guns, the 
detaile of the turret mechanism, the work- 
inge of the ammunition hoists, the handling 
of the guns and mechanism and ammun!- 
tion by the saflors.. It was found that the 
ship’s commpany was efficient at all points, 
and it was certain that they were following 
closely the firing regulations in every essen- 
tial detail. 

In the absence of any other plausible ex- 
planation officials here give consideration 
to the theory advanced by some of the Geor- 
gia’s officers when they came ashore at Boe- 
ton, that the powder charge of the eight inch 
gun was fired by a smoldering clot of soot 
which, floating down from the ship’s smoke 
pipe, entered the open scuttle on top of the 
turret and alighted directly on the fifty 
pound bag of smokeless powder in the arms 
of the loader at the breech of the gun. 


Provides New Problem for Navy. 


The bag inclosing the powder is made of 
thin serge stuff, which is rather inflammable. 
In fact, it is necessary that it should be soft 
in order to be entirely consumed in the bore 
of the gun after the charge is fired, otherwise 
bits of burning cloth might accidentally ex- 
plode the next charge of powder introduced 
bofore the breach of the gun could closed. 
Such accidents have occurred in the past, so 
the bags are purposely made thin and in- 
flammable. 

In answer to an inquiry as to whether it ts 
customary to have the scuttle on top of the 
turret open while target practice is going on, 
it was said at the department that this is 
almost a necessity owing to the high tem- 
perature in the turret while the guns are 
consuming rapidly great quantities of smoke- 
less powder with its enormous heat gener- 
ating power. he opening also affords an 
avenue of escape in case of an accident in the 
turret. It is said to be a curious illustration 
of the irony of fate that the men apparently 


means adopted by them to secure their 
safety. 

When asked what additional precaution 
could be suggested, as the result of this last 
accident, the officials of the department con- 
fessed themselves at a loss at present. 

The following telegram from President 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay regarding the acci- 
dent of the battleship Georgia was received 
at the navy department this afternoon: 

J am inexpressibly shocked and grieved 
at the dreadful accident on the Georgia and 
the death of the gallant officers and men. 
I wish full particulars at the earliest possible 
date. Let me know the condition of the 
wounded men. Repeat this to the captain of 
the Georgia.” 


List of Dead Reaches Nine. 


Boston, Mass., July 16.—The bodies of six of 
the victims of the explosion on board the bat- 
tleship Georgia Monday have been claimed by 
relatives and sent home from the United 
States naval hospital at Chelsea, and two 
more bodies will be sent tomorrow. The body 
of the ninth victim of the disaster, Seaman 
Edward F. Walsh of Lynn, who died this aft- 
ernoon, still lies in the naval hospital. Walsh's 
mother, Mrs. M. Walsh of 28 Seymour ave- 
nue, Lynn, and a brother of the seaman weré 
with him when he died. Tomorrow his body 
will be taken to Lynn for interment.

General Secretary Russell of the operators’ 
union heard a report in the afternoon that 
the strikers. in San Francisco had been called 
into a special meeting to vote on a proposi- 
tion from the telegraph compantes, There 
was no confirmation of the rumor, and ef- 
forts to communicate th President Small 
failed. 

A stir among local telegraphers was caused 
by the statement given out at headquar- 
ters that between 75 and 100 operators had 


| deserted the offices of the Western Union 


company in Chicago. The defection was 
not referred to asa walkout. Unionofficials 
asserted that the men had accepted positions 
on railroads in the southwest, and had teft 
the eity to avoid a strike. 


Postal Denies Low Wages. 

The Postal company yesterday issued a 
statement denying the charge that its em- 
ployés in San Francisco were underpaid. Fig- 
ures from the May pay roll of the coast city 
were cited in support of the company’s asser- 
tions. In part the statement said: 

The average wage earned and paid teleg-- 
raphers who work at the key for the month 
was $112.32, or at the rate of 44% cents per 
hour. The highest class men drew an aver- 
age of $131 each for the month. The next 
grade of telegraphers averaged $115.30 each, 
and the third class earned an average of 
$106.88. Five other operators earned an 
average of $84.05. 

Day men work nine hours; night men 
work seven and one-half hours, and late 
night men seven hours. All time worked be- 
yond these hours is extra and is paid for 
at the rate of seven hours for a day.“ 


Operators Attack Statement. 
The local operators claim that the Postal’s 


statement is misleading. They say that to 


earn the sums named by the company men 
are compelled to work excessively long 
hours. The officers of the telegraphers’ 
union gave out a statement last night, say- 
| ing in part:

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CAUSES PANIC IN HOSPITAL 


Patient. Sent from Eye and Ear 
Infirmary When Violent. 


DELIRIUM DUE TO DRINK. 


Denied Admission to Other Institutions 
and Lands in a Cell. 


After creating a mild panic among the 200 
inmates of the Illinois Eye and Ear infirm- 
ary, Peoria and West Adams streets, last 
evening, James Carroll, 38 years old, 338 
West Forty-fourth street, was refused ad- 
mittance to the county hospital or the De- 
tention hospital. He was compelled to re- 
main locked in a cell in the Desplaines stree 
station, guarded by a policeman. 

Carroll was suffering from delirium tremens 
during the afternoon, but until the evening 
he did not become violent. Shortly after 8 
o'clock he left his room and ran through the 
hallways of the second arid third floors. Fear- 
ing that Carroll would leap from an open 
window, Miss Marie Peterson, one of the 
nurses, called Dr. Charles T. Girard. Dr. 
Girard overpowered Carroll until the police 
arrived. In the meantime, other inmates had 
become excited and some attempted to leave 
the building, but were prevented by other 
nurses. 

When they learned the trouble and that 
there was no further danger they were quiet- 
ed. The regulations of both hospitals, Dr. 
Girard said, were such that patients suffering 
from alcoholism could wot be cared for. Sev- 
eral vain attempts to reach persons in au- 
thority at either hospital failed. The assist- 
ante said they could not accept the patient 
unless on orders from their superiors. 

The police were indignant at the refusal 
of the hospital employés to accept Carroll. 
In many instances, they said, patients of this 
Character are locked in cells in police sta- 
tions and are found dead simply because 
they are neglected and not given proper 
medical attention. Dr. Girard said he did 
not care to criticise the hospital people, but 
he seid it was peculiar that no preparations 
were made for caring for this class. Carroll 
was operated on at the infirmary for a cat- 
aract of his right eye last Saturday. He wae 
improving and would be dismissed next Fri- 
day. It is believed he is temporarily insane,

Escorted to Cars by Policeman. 

At the Calumet exchange, which is situated 
in an alley south of Twenty-eecond street, 
between Wabash and Michigan avenues, 
Policeman John O’Connel had his hands full. 
At 10 o’clock, when one shift of girls left 
the exchange, the street was beginning to fill 
with men of the type that the police are com- 
pelled to guard against. An alley in that dis- 
trict is not the best place in the world for a 
young girl, and all of the operators were glad 
to avail themselves of the welcome presence 
of the policeman. 

Just follow me and I will take you to your 
car. Will you take the surface or the L' 
cars?“ the policeman said to the operators as 
they appeared. Then, swinging his club to 
the wind, he would lead the way. 

No trouble from mashers was experienced 
by the operators at the main exchange, 
Washington and Franklin streets. Police- 
man Charles: Peterson, who is stationed at 
that corner, is a veteran at the work of pro- 
tecting the hello girls, having had the 
safety of the young women of that exchange 
in charge during the last six months. 


Protected by Relatives Also. 

When the girls emerged from the building 
at 10 o'clock in the evening many of them 
were met at the door by their fathers, broth- 
ers, and in some cases by their mothers, who 
had heard of the dangers from Johnnies ”’ 
and mashers.

The mashers are scarce in this 


BILLIK A CONFESSED FAKIR 


Admits Extorting Money from 
Mrs. Vrzal by Charms.“ 


APPARENTLY IS A BIGAMIST. 


Tries to Divert Murder Suspicion 
Against Woman Accuser. 


Herman Billik, accused of murdering five 
members of the Vrzal family, took-the wit- 
ness stand in Judge Barnes’ court yesterday, 
and made a voluble defense of himself. He 
sought to throw suspicion on Emma Nie- 
mann, the married daughter of the Vrzals. 

Billik admitted that he was a fake hyp- 
notist, and that his mystical performances 
were for the purpose of securing money from 
the credulous, 

Instsead of a weird creature with an evil 
eye ot hypnotic power, and holding mastery 
over supernatural realms, Billik appeared 
simply as a much excited man trying to 
extricate himself from an embarrassing posi- 
tion. Part of the time his excitement and 
rapid speech made his testimony unintel- 
ligible to the court steno her. 

In response to questions put by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Holt, Bill said he was 
born in Germany, of Bohemian parents; 
that he married there, but had no children 
by the marriage. Twenty years ago he left 
his first wife in Purope and came to this 
country under the name of Ziajcek. He said 
he married Mary Cermak, his present wife, 
in Cleveland, O., after living with her for 
two years. 

Forgets Date of Divorce. - 

Billik was unable to give the dates of his 
@ivorce and second marriage. He was un- 
able to remember the name of the judge who 
divorced him or of the wittnesses who saw 
him married to Mary Cermak. Billik natvely 
told about visits to Chicago and of support- 
ing himself as a fortune teller. 

What is the longest honest job you ever 
had?” asked Mr. Holt. 

worked as a tailor for six or seven years 
and as a butler for a year and a half,” said 
Bunk.

Mr. Holt asked him about his relations 
with a Mrs. Yorks of Cleveland, whose hus- 
band died mysteriously and whose life insur- 
ance the companies refused to pay without 
investigation.

Billik said that at no time did he have 
any intention of leaving his wife and had 
told the Vrzals that he would merely to 
quiet their demands for money from him. 
He described Mary's death and denied the 
story told by Emma Niemann. 

„Emma was not present whefi Mary died, 
but was sent for later,“ he said. Mary 
died in my arms. Emma returned later and 
fainted. I did not pick her up. Tillie, the 
next to be taken sick, became ill after a visit 
to the Niemann house. Mra. Vrzal blamed 
her sickness to drinking well water.“ 

BWik said Emma Niemann made frequent 
visits to the Vrzal house during the [Illnesses 
o the other children.

Of the letter from Mrs. Vrzal to him, in- 
troduced by the state as evidence of the con- 
spiracy charge, Billik said: 

I told Mr. Shippy where to get it. Isaved 
it to threaten Mrs. Vrzal with. She always 
was threatening to make me trouble because 
of the money I owed her. In the letter she 
suggested poisoning my mother, and I in- 
tended to use it to frighten her with.“ 


last of July, 1906, too late to have been able 
to poison Rosie Vrzal, who died soon after- 
wards. He said he concealed his presence 
at the Vrzal home the morning Mrs. Vrza4 
committed suicide, because he did not want 
to be a witness.

It is expected that she will impeach the atory 
of Jerry Vrzal.

RAILROAD LOBBYING. 

Président Winchell of the Rock Island 
railroad says that that system will retire 
from the game of politics, will give up 
and will devote its atten- 
tion in the future to the cultivation of 
friendly relationships. with the business 
interests of the districts through which 
its lines pass. He expresses his opinion 
that there is only one proper relationship 
between the railroads and the people and 
that a business one. | 

Assuming that this frank statement rep- 
resents the conclusion which has been 
reached by one of the leading western 
roads, it is gratifying that there is a dis- 
position to withdraw from a field into 
which the railroads never should have 
entered. It is perfectly true that the 
business relationship with the people is 
the only proper one. The normal func- 
tion of a railroad is to assist in the de- 
velopment of a territory by helping the 
farmer to market his crops and the mer- 
chant to secure his supplies, furnishing 
the people with means of transportation 
and communication. If that were done 
with a square deal for every one there 
would be little complaint from any source. 

But the people have heard of the rail- 
road lobby for years. They have known 
of the corruption of legislatures. They 
have seen certain members of the com- 
munity favored ahove others. They have 
been familiar wi passes, rebates, and 
special privileges. They have been con- 
vinced that in some of the American com- 
monwealths railroad interests have abso- 
lutely dominated politics, dictating nomi- 
nations, directing legislation, and subordl- 
nating everything to their own wishes. 

These are the conditions which have 
led to the discontent with the railroads 
and to the hostile legislation which has 
been forced by the insistent demands of 
an outraged constituency. It is quite 
likely that the entrance into politics may 
have been a natural result of the situa- 
tion in former years. But this is a good 
time to retire and to employ every energy 
for the establishment of pleasant rela- 
tionships with the people. 

President Winchell is right in anothe 
position—namely: in his assertion that the

tude. The railroads have had things their 
own way for a long while. Conditions 
have now changed. But the people are 
just in the long run. They will be quick 
to show appreciation of any change of 
heart. They will do the square thing. 
If the railroads seek to get the shippers’ 
point of view and then try to correct 
abuses and to improve service where it 
is possible, hostile laws will not be kept 
in force ‘where it is plain that they work 
undue hardship. 

Railroad men as individuals have a 
right and a duty to take interest in poli- 
ties just as every other citizen has. But 
the people have become tired of the cor- 
porate infinence in politics. That is the 
plain fact. The recognition of the situa- 
tion on the part of the Rock Island lead- 
ers is a sign of. wisdom. 


TAKE EVERY PRECAUTION. 
Occasional accidents are as much to be 


If the officers and crew are 
to be fit for service in time of war they 
must practice with the big guns. They 
must engage in work. where momentary 
carelessness and the neglect of some 
seemingly trivial precaution may mean 
sudden death or permanent disablemeut. 
On a battleship as in an iron or a powder 
mill eternal vigilance is the price of 
safety, and in spite of the utmost vigi- 
lance deplorable casualties may happen. 
Though there is the ever present possi- 
bility of accidents like the one on the 
Georgia day before yesterday, they make 
a far profounder impression when they 
occur than casualties with greater loss of 
life in some mill or factory. It may be 
because the victims are fighting serv- 
ants of the people, the men to whom the

country looks for heroic deeds in the hour 


of danger. It may be because of the un- 
of war 'thate violent death should visit 
them on board ship. But the loss of life 
during the war with Spain was practically 
nil, while that since the war from burst- 
ing guns and explosions of powder or shell 
has been painfully great. 

The navies of other nations are not 
immune from disaster. English: and 
French submarines have gone to the bot- 
tom and remained there. Vessels have 
been wrecked or have blown up. There 
do not seem to be so many accidents from 
gun firing as in the American navy. That 
may be because there is less target shoot- 
ing or becausé some accidents are hushed 
up. Or it may be because greater care 
is exercised. There may be a keener ap- 
preciation of the lurking danger. It may 
appear upon inquiry that the explosion on 
the Georgia must be catalogued among 
those that could not be guarded against, 
but when one considers the series of ac- 
cidents it is impossible to shake off the 
impression that carelessness had much to 
do with one or more of them. 

The gun practice cannot be given up in 
spite of all the inevitable hazards. Some 
hidden and undiscoverable defect may 
lead to the bursting‘ of a gun after the 
firing of a few rounds. But every pre- 
caution that can be thought of should he 
taken. When in action there may not be 
time to consider all of them, but in peace 
none should be neglected. That should 
be the imperative order of the navy de- 
partment. 


THE PLAN OF REORGANIZATION. 

The plan of reorganization of the Union 
Traction system is Egyptian darkness for 
most laymen. Even some of the La Salle 
street dabblers in affairs of finance say 
they cannot understand it. It is a mys- 
tery to them why the Chicago Railways 
company should propose to put out second 
mortgage bonds, sinking fund interest de- 
bentures, five year and ten year collateral 
notes, and income participation certifi- 
cates, series A, B, and C. Nor are they 
able to perceive the rule which has gov- 
erned in the proposed distribution of the 
securities among the different beneficiaries,

The owners of the outstanding shares of 
the rth and West Division railway 
‘companies—the original corporations—get 
in those bonds twice the par value of 
their shares. This will give them 8 per 
cent a year for twenty years. Their 
shares have been paying them from 30 
to 35 per cent a year. 


Thé North Chicago Street ina com- 


pany was organized by Mr. Yerkes to 
lease the railway company. Its outstand- 
ing shares have little real value, so their 
holders are not given bonds, but 100 per 
cent in income participation certificates, 
series A, to draw $8 a year, if earned. 
As operating expenses and interest on 
bonds, collateral notes, etc., have to be 
paid first and as 55 per cent of what re- 
mains will go to the city, it will probably 
be several years before there is much of 
any income for the holders of ae 
to participate in. 

That is equally true of the owners of 
stock in the West Division railroad com- 


pany, who are given only 62% per cent of 


the face of their shares. 

The Union Traction preferred, being 
more watered than the stock of the West 
Division railroad company, is scaled down 
50 per cent, and the holders are to get 
income participation certificates, series B, 
As nothing will be paid on that series 
until the demands of series A shall have 
been met, the prospect of dividends is 
poor. - Poorer still are the chances of the 
owners of Union Traction common—to be 
scaled down 75 per cent—who will be al- 
lotted certificates, series O. 

The sinking fund debentures will go to- 
wards taking care of the stock and bonds 
of the Chicago Passenger railway—the 
Adams street line. The collateral notes 
will be used to pay off the floating indebt- 
edness of the various companies. 

Judge Grosscup has said he is satisfied 
with the main features of the plan of re- 
organization, though he has taken excep- 
tion to some details which can easily be 
modified. There are features which. seem 


to suit him, but do not please some mi- 


nority stockholders in the original com- 
panies. If he shall not change the plan 
in their favor, they will appeal from his 
decision, There is reason to believe that 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, in view of 
the need of an early disposal of the case, 
will act promptly. If it shall sustain 
Judge Grosscup that will end the matter. 

With a plan of reorganization finally 
approved the board of supervising engi- 
neers will have no excuse for laziness. The 


public will look to it to push things—to 


put workmen on the streets and new cars 
on the tracks. Everything ought to be 
settled by the Circuit Court of Appeals 
before summer ends, and the beginning of 
winter should see a visible improvement 
in traction service.

-X-ARCHDUKE LEOPOLD of Austria, 
Who now bears the name of Leopold 
Wolfling, wishes it to be known that 
‘there is no truth whatsoever in the 
reports which have been published to 


the effect that he is seeking, now that he is 


divorced, to recover the imperial rank and 
prerogatives which he sacrificed in order to 
wed the Viennese soubrette, Wilhelmine 
Adamovic. His only object, so he declares, 
is to be allowed to live in peace and undis- 
turbed the quiet bourgeois life of a citizen’ of 
the Swiss republic, and he indicates that the 
eccentric character of his ex-wife has until 
now prevented him from enjoying to its full 
extent the freedom which he acquired when 
he ceased to be subject to all the obligations 
of a prince of the blood. 

As I intimated, when he first commenced 

hig proceedings for divorce against the pretty 
but uneducated woman to whom he had 
linked his lot there was no prospect whatso- 
ever of his ever being restored to his rank 
as an archduke of Austria, as a royal prince 
of Hungary, as a knight of the Golden Fleece, 
or as A general of the army. 
For not only is the old emperor profoundly 
irritated against him, but Wolfling is likewise 
an object of particular abhorrence to Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, the heir apparent, 
with whom he etarted on a trip around the 
world. When they reached Bombay Francis 
Ferdinand, who was no, saint in those days, 
was so shocked by the behavior of his cousin 
that he declined to sit at the same table with 
him, to hold any intercourse whatsdever with 
him, or to continue ta be his traveling com- 
panion. Leopold, indeed, was recalled from 
Bombay to Austria by a peremptory cable 
from the emperor, i@sued at the instigation 
and at the request of Francis Ferdinand, the 
heir apparent. 


| So Leopold Wolfling, in denying that he 


wishes to recover his imperial and royal dig- 
nities and honors, and in prolaiming his wish 
to be allowed to live the life of a plain Swiss 
citizen at Zurich, is merely making the best 
of his inevitable fate.

only surviving member of that expedition. 
He has just completed his 90th year. and will 
be remembered not only by reason of his own 
discoveries but algo as the closest friend, in- 
timate associate, and champion of Charles 
Darwin. 

Sir Joseph is a retired officer of the royal 
navy and, like his father, Sir William Hooker, 
was for many years director of the royal bo- 
tanical gardens at Kew. He is, so far as I 
am aware, the only knight of the English 
order of merit who poss¢eses also the Prus- 
sian order of merit, founded by Frederick the 
Great. 

— 

Young Baron Maurice de Forest, one of the 
two natural sons and the principal heir of 
the late Baron de Hirsch, {8 so colossally rich 
that his action in joining the liberal party 
in England and in ranging himself politically 
under the banner of Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman is worthy of being placed on 
record. 

As I mentioned the other day, he has lately 
purchased from Lady Kinlogs Stowe palace 
and Stowe park, which was the ancestral 
home of her father, the last duke of Bucking- 
ham and Chandos. The Stowe park estate 
is a large one and its possession renders the 
young Baron de Forest one of the greatest 
landewners in the county of Buckingham, 
which, owing te the number of Israelites 
among its territorial magnates, including all 
the English Rothschilds, as well as Lord 
Michelham and Lord Wandsworth, has been 
nicknamed the land of Goshen.” 

Baron de Forest is now wedded to the Hon. 
Ethel Gerard, sister of Lerd Gerard, and 
is a Roman Catholic. 

He formerly was married to the widowed 
Mme. Menier, daughter of the owner of the 
Paria Matin, but that union was dissolved by 
the courts and annulled by the vatican. 

Although young De Forest's title is an Aus- 
trian one and he ewns large cetates in 
Austria, yet he is an English citizen, was 
educated in England at Eton and at Christ 
church, Oxford, and has served in the Eng- 
lish army, in which he heid the rank of 
lieutenant, a 

— 


Holland house now belongs to Lord and 


Lady Iichester, having passed into the pos- 
session of the late earl of Ilchester on the 
death in 1889 of the childless widow of the 
last and fourth Lord Holland. 

Holland house in the early part of the nine- 
teenth century was famous for its salon. 
That was more particularly in the days of 
the. wife of the third Lord Holland, nephew 
and political as@ociate of the famous states- 


man; Charles James Fox. She hailed from 


Jamaica, had been a Miss Vassal, and after 
marrying Sir Godfrey Webster eloped with 
the third Lord Holland, whom she married 
after being divorced from Sir Godfrey. 

In spite of this statesmen and celebrities 
from all over Europe were wont to gather 
around her at Holland house in the Kensing- 
ton suburb of London, among the habitués 
of her salon being the great Talleyrand, Mme. 
de Sta#l, Princess Lieven, the poet, Lord 
Byron, Baron Humbeldt, Lord Macaulay, 
Lord Brougham, the poet Tom Moore, Sir 


Walter Scott, and, in fact, all the men of note 


of the age. 


By her marrlage to the third Lord Holland 


in 1797 she had two children, a son, who suc- 
ceeded his father in 1840 as fourth and last 
Lord Holland, and a daughter named Mary, 
whe married the third Lerd Lilford. 


ae 

The feurth Lord Holland spent a number 
of years in the diplomatic service, married 
Lary Mary Coventry, daughter of the eighth 
earl of Coventry, in 1833, and died in 1859, 
having had no children by his marriage. 

True, Lord and Lady Holland had an adopt- 
ed daughter, concerning whose birth much 
mystery always prevailed. She was known 
as Mary Fox, and married in London with 
much pomp and ceremony Prince Aloys 
Lichtenstein of the German sovereign family 
of that name, dying about five and twenty 
years ago at Vienna, where she made her 
home after her marriage. 

The widow of the fourth Lord Holland con- 
thhued to maintain a salon at Holland house 

after her husband's death, and among her 
favorite guests were the late Lord Houghton 
and Lord Ronald Sutherland Gower. During 
the last ten years or so of her life Lady Hol- 
land was so much of an invalid that when she 
died in 1889 Holland house had to a great 
extent ceased.to be a factor in the social life 
of London, and the kindly hostess had be- 
come almost entirely fargotten. 

Holland heuse then went, as I have stated 
above, te Lord Ilchester, a distant kinsman 
of the last Lord Holland, but the chief of the 
house of Fox, to which they both belonged. 


: — 

The founder of the family was Sir Stephen 
Fox, who commenced life as a poor choir boy 
and who had the good luck to hear of the 
death of Oliver Cromwell before any one else, 
and was the first to inform Charles II. of the 
news. This won for him the good will of the 
“merrie monarch,” who gradually pro- 
moted him until he became a knight, a mem- 
ber of the privy council, a lord of the treas- 
ury, and paymaster general of the army. 
He had two sons, the elder of whom became 
the first Lord Iichester, while the Second son 
became the first Lord Holland. 

I may add that the Holland peerage, having 
become extinct in 1859, no record of its mem- 
bers, of their births, deaths, marriages, etc., 
is to de found in any of the standard peer- 
ages and works of reference published 
within the last quarter of a century. The 
records are, however, accessible to those 
who wish to go to the trouble of making 
researches. — 

I forgot to mention above that the famous 
Céunt d'Orsay made his début in London at 

Glland house, and he at once commended 
himself to the brilliant circle which used to 
gather there round the Webster Lady Hol- 
land, by the lesson which he gave to his 
hostegs, in spite of his youth, he being but 
about 23 years of age at the time. 

Owing to considerabie abdominal develop- 
ment Lady Holland was continually letting 
her napkin slip from her lap to the ground 


at dinner, and ap often as she did so ghe 


smiled blandiy but ly on young 
Count d'Orsay and asked him to pick it up. 
He 2 complied several times, but at 
last, tired of this exercise, he exclaimed, to 
her great surprise, in French:

Outside a canvas eign stretched from pole 
to post bore the-announcement that it was 
Tus TRIBUNE babies’ day and that the free 
list had been suspended.

Nothing was left undone by the man- 
agement and the concessionnaires to make 
the day one of the biggest in the hisfory of 
the park. Every automobile that rumbled 
along Roscoe boulevard deposited its quota 
at the gates of the park, every car that jan- 
gled along Western avenue elattered to a 
standstill at the entrance to the park; the 
elevated trains brought thousands and thou- 
sands walked. 

One of the first comers was Paul Cooper, 
president of the park company. He came 
on foot, and discovered the sign over the 
entrance bearing the words:

President Cooper was the first of those 
connected with the park to arrive, but none 
escaped. Everybody, from the man who 
-runs the gum stand to Joe, the grass cutter, 
paid to get in. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock a touring car 
swung into Western avenue and lumbered 
up to the curb. 

Here!“ shouted Dr. N. P. Valerius, treas- 
urer of the park company, alighting and 
rushing up to the ticket seller, Give me 200 
tickets. This is TRIBUNE babies’ day and 
they tell me I have to pay to get in.“ 

Dr. Valerius thrust a $20 bill into the hands 
ot the ticket seller and climbed back into the 
car with several yards of tickets streaming 
behind him.

Iowa City, Ia., Woman Gets Letter 
from “Carmen Sylva” Telling of 
Progress of Colony. 


Iowa City, July 16.—[Special.]—Mre. Vin- 
nie Ream Hoxie of this city, the sculptress 
who executed the etatues of Lincoln and 
Farragut at Washington, D. C., has received 
from Carmen Sylva (Elisabeth, queen ot 
Roumanie), a most interesting letter. 

Thie gifted woman has established near 
Bucharest a city for the blind, called the 
“City of Light,“ and desires the aid of all 
who have sympathy for the afflicted. 

In her letter, not without a gleam ot humor 
here and there between the lines of pathos 
and tenderness, the queen tells of the growing 
city and its happy people. 

Among other things she writes: 

„What takes me up completely at the pres- 
ent moment is my interest in this work. We 
have more than 20,000 blind. England has 
but 40,000. Nothing has been done for them 
yet. I begin by taking in those who have 
gone blind and giving them work.

PUZZLE OVER 2 CENT RATE. 


‘Western Association Awaits Result of 
Investigation Before Acting. 


The Santa Fé system, the Rock Island 
lines, and other Kansas railroads are facing 
a problem that calis for the wisdom of a 
Solomon. Kansas wants a 2 cent a mile 
passenger rate and the railroad commission 
of that 
legal departments of the various railroads 
asking the matter be presented to the proper 
officer for action. 

When the western states were agitating 
the passage of 2 cent passenger rate bills 
the railroads of Kansas agreed to issue a 
mileage book, good for use of bearer, in the 
state at a fiat rate of 2 cents a mile if the 
legislature would not pass a rate law. 

The result has been that the railroads have 


for several weeks and the conductors have 
had to have help in the collection of tickets 
on trains. 

So insistent has the clamor become that 
both the railroad commission and the rail- 
roads have been compelled to sit up and take 
notice, amd as there is likely to be a complica- 
tion the meeting of the Western Passenger 
association, ca#ed for today, has been post- 
poned until: July 31, and some of the passen- 
ger men have taken flight to Kansas with the 
object of making a personal investigation 
of the situation. 

The letter of the commission * in part 
as follows: 

As you are aware, the railroads operating in the 
states of Nebraska, Missouri, and Arkansas have 
in effect a 2 cent passenger fare rate. The fact that 
this law ig in effect in neighboring states and the 
fact that canditions in those states from a passen- 
ger traffic standpoint are similar to those existing 
in Kansas ie creating a general demand for the 
establishment of a 2 cent maximum passenger 
rate in this state. The purpose of this letter is 
to urge upon your company the importance of 
a consideration of the establishment of an emer- 
gency 2 cent maximum passenger rate in Kan- 
sas, so that Kansas may be placed upon an equal 
footing with the surrounding territory in this re- 
gard, this emergency maximum rate to become 
permanent upon the establishment of the 2 cent 
maximum rates in the states named by the courts. 
This action on the part of your company will avold 
the possibility of an order of the board establish- 
ing such rate and the attendant litigation in the 
courts, 


Refuse to Discuss Situation. 

The legal departments of the roads hav- 
ing lines in Kansas refuse to discuss the 
situation, preferring the matter be first 
brought to the consideration of the execu- 
tives. ‘The matter will not be considered 
until early next week by the executives of the 
Kansas railroads, as many of them are out 
of town and not due until Saturday, and will 
desire reports of their passenger men who 
have gone to Kansas to investigate.

July report. The present outlook is for about 


200,000,000 bu. The increase in the Kansas 
acreage is given at 500,000 acres, making a 
total acreage of 7,260,000 bu, with a condi- 
tion estimated at about 85. Such a condi- 
tion suggests à crop of 193,000,000 bu, or 
about the same as in 1006. In Nebraska 
the crop has suffered from lack of moisture, 
and it fs thought doubtful if last year’s crop 
will be equaled, although there has been some 
increase in acreage. With favorable condi- 
tions from now on a crop of about 225,000,000 
bu should be secured. On the whole, the re- 
ports indicate a average corncrop. Sup- 
Plies of old corn in farmers’ hands were found 
to be fairly large. With the exception of in 
Nebraska oats are not looking well, the plant 
in most of the states appearing to have lost 
its vigor, whether from rust, bugs, or too 
hot weather. In Iliinois in Iroquois country 
and north and west of there oats have not 
headed out well. With favorable growing 
conditions Mr. Lyle figures that there is lit- 
tle danger of frost in spite of the late start. 


Twelve cars of new wheat came in yester- 
day, the bulk of which graded No. 2 red. 
Cash men are of the opinion, however, that 
the grading of the first arrivale is not as 
good as it was last year. Offerings of new 
wheat were not heavy, some of the cash 
houses buying little. Prices offered were on 
about the same basis as recently. Sales of 
old wheat were small and there was but lit- 
tie inquiry either from local or outside mill- 
ers. At Minmeapolis stocks continue to pile 
up, gaining 175,000 bu for three days, but 
the prediction was again hazarded that this 
will be the last week showing an increace. 
The cash demand at Minneapolis was poor, 
terminal elevators taking the most of the 
Kansas City also reported a slow 
demand, a good many samples being carried 
over unsold. A leading eastern exporter 
wired that neither wheat nor corn could be 
sold abroad at present prices. Cash corn in 
the local market was steady to \c lower. 
The demand was moderate. Oats were un- 
changed to %c lower. Oate buyers are buy- 
ing in a hand to mouth way until the new 
crop movement starts. Local sales were 30,- 
000 bu wheat, 425,000 bu corn, and 180,000 bu 
oats. The seaboard reported sales of 128,- 
000 bu wheat and 34,000 bu corn.
